In tke sixteenth century, there was a great 


tflcreate of literary, philosophical and religious 
kaowlelge and ardor. ManJ of the corrup- 
tion* of the dark agM were unable to *Uod 
their ground in the light of tke new era. Be- 
sides, several of the prince* desired greatly to 
be freed from the exaction* and supremacy of 
the BUhop of Route. Tke Reformation wa* 
the joint production ef all theae oaases. The 
work was a good and praiseworthy movement 
iu the right direction; bat the blow stopped 
short of the vitals of the beast, and the deadly 
wound was healed. 


We must not, however, condemn reformers, 


if right themelves, because people called by 
their names, or who profess to receive their 
doctrines, stop short in the path of improve- 
ment. An argument of thi* kind would throw 
censure also upon Christ, because many of his 
disciples have degenerated. Nor must we al- 
lege that reformers were not true Christians, 
because they were not perfect in all Christian 
knowledge and power. This would be to nu- 
christianUe every person who grow* in spiritu- 
al lite. An improved age, then, would always 
anathematize its predecessors, and would, in 
turn, be denounced by it* own successor. 


We are under unspeakable obligations to nia- 


ny.of the reformer* of the sixteenth century. 
They were the instruments, under Providence, 
for opening floods of light in the moral and 
spiritual world. But we must not be blind to 
their imperfections. Our duty to Christ, who 
is our sole Head and Master, and a regard for 
our own eternal interests, demand that we «pe»k 
all things according to the law and the testimo- 
ny of the Scriptures. 


The doctrine of free justification by grace 


through faith in Christ, is true and impregnable; 
but so also is the doctrine that It is both onr du- 
ty and our privilege, iu this life, to cleanse our- 
•elve* from all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 
perfecting holiness in the fear of God. At the 
beginning of the Reformation, and in the dawn 
of the light then; poured out, reformers, who 
received so many new truths rapidly, were ex- 
cusable for not receiving and comprehending 
all things at once. Their successor* should 
have searched into, and have meditated upon, 
the Scriptures for themselves, and have grown 
in know ledge and divine grace. But it is a fact 
that vast bodies of them lapsed into onti-nomi- 
anism, and that the religion of the meek, pa- 
tient and lowly Jesus had little power upon 
Wteir hearts. Did they aim to be saved from 
their sius, and not, rather, in their sins T Why, 
else, was that subsequent small band «f reform- 
ers, who labored to restore the gospel doctrine 
of holmecs, so bitterly reviled and persecuted 1
